INTRODUCTORY. 


ALT  LAKE  CITY,  capital  of  Utah  Territory,  is  the  most 
important  city  in  the  great  basin  bounded  by  the  Rocky 
Mountains  on  the  east  and  the  Sierras  Nevada  on  the  west. 
As  the  centre  and  distributing  point  of  a  vast  area  of 
country,  it  is  rivalled  only  by  Denver,  while  its  opportuni- 
ties are  vastly  greater  than  those  of  the  Colorado  metropolis.  Its  history,  so 
closely  interwoven  with  the  progress  and  government  of  the  Latter-day 
Saints,  gives  it  a  religious  prominence  akin  to  that  of  Rome  and  Mecca  in 
Europe  and  the  Orient ;  while  its  natural  surroundings  vividly  recall  the 
scenes  of  Holy  Land.  There  is  no  city  like  Salt  Lake  in  the  Western 
Hemisphere. 

Bounded  on  the  east  and  north  by  the  Wasatch  range,  whose  lofty 
peaks  are  covered  with  snow  nearly  the  entire  year,  Salt  Lake  City  crosses 
the  Jordan,  and  is  gradually  extending  its  suburbs  to  the  foothills  of  the 
Oquirrh  range  on  the  west  and  platting  additions  on  the  plain  to  the  south. 
Its  altitude  is  4,300  feet  above  sea  level.  The  old  city  is  laid  out  in  the  form 
of  a  parallelogram,  the  streets  crossing  each  other  at  right  angles,  and  every 
block  is  of  uniform  area.  The  exceptions  are  noted  only  in  the  business  dis- 
trict, and  the  innovation  is  of  recent  undertaking,  made  necessary  by  the 
demands  which  increased  trajde  presented  for  more  streets  closer  together. 
The  streets  are  lined  with  stately  poplars,  and  along  the  gutters  flows  living 
water  from  the  mountains,  clear  enough  at  most  times  to  invite  the  pedestrian 
to  stoop  and  drink. 

POPULATION. 

The  national  census  of  1890  gave  to  Salt  Lake  City  a  population  of  46,000 
souls.  A  census  of  the  city  made  the  following  year  increased  this  aggregate 
to  57,000.  This  Gazetteer  contains  the  names  and  residences  of  25,404  adults. 
Deducting  2,000  names  for  those  duplicated  in  firms  and  changes  in  appendix 
leaves  23,404.  Applying  the  rule  which  experience  has  proved  to  bring  the 
populations  of  cities  to  a  close  estimate,  namely,  by  multiplying  the  total 
number  of  adults  by  31^  (%  less  than  usual),  the  product  is  found  to  be  73,138. 

FINANCIAL  CONDITION. 

A  business  condition  which  people  outside  of  this  city  and  Territory  would 
list  in  the  catalogue  of  virtues,  and  one  which  commands  their  astonishment 
as  well  as  admiration,  is  fulfilled  in  the  punctuality  and  rectitude  of  Salt 
Lake's  merchants  and  business  men.  As  a  rule  its  people  are  always  found 
ready  to  pay  their  debts.  Assignments  for  the  benefit  of  creditors  are  of  rare 
occurrence.  Although  the  universal  depression  in  business  affects  this  city 
and  Territory  in  nearly  the  same  proportion  as  the  other  silver  States  of  the 
Union,  business  men  and  owners  of  realty  are  not  found  absolutely  '4iard 
up."  Taxes  and  assessments  are  promptly  paid.  The  delinquent  list  will 
not  embrace  as  many  pieces  of  property  as  are  enumerated  in  the  lists  of  un- 
paid taxes  of  cities  of  25,000  population  in  the  States.  According  to  the  City 
Assessor  and  Collector,  fully  92  per  cent,  of  the  taxes  spread  for  municipal 
and  school  purposes  during  the  coming  year  of '93  were  collected  on  Dec.  1 
of  the  present  year,  with  one  month  yet  to  run  before  delinquent  property  is 
offered  f®r  sale. 

The  assessed  valuation  of  property  in  Salt  Lake  from  which  taxes  were 
collected  during  the  year  amounted  in  the  aggregate  to  $51,000,000.  of  which 
$39,000,000  is  set  down  as  real  and  $12,000,000  as  personal  property.  The  rate 
of  taxation  is  5  mills  for  municipal  and  2  mills  for  school  expenditure. 

The  plan  of  assessment  has  been  to  rate  real  property  at  70  per  cent,  of  a 
true  valuation.  Adding  30  per  cent,  to  the  real  property  assessed  would 
bring  the  true  valuation  to  $68,000,000,  which,  together  with  the  assessed 
value  of  personal  property,  would  run  up  a  total  of  $80,000,000. 

The  city  is  bonded  in  the  sum  of  $1,500,000,  paying  interest  at  5  per  cent. 
A  loan  for  school  purposes  was  negotiated  recently  in  the  sum  of  $150,000, 
upon  which  bonds  were  issued  bearing  the  same  rate  of  interest.  Salt  Lake 
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City  bonds  have  always  found  competition  among  New  York  brokers,  and 
are  regarded  as  gilt-edge  securities  in  the  money  market.  Among  a  list  of  at 
least  a  dozen  cities  located  west  of  the  Missouri  (including  Denver  and  Kan- 
sas City),  presented  to  the  City  Council  by  the  last  Assessor  and  Collector  of 
Salt  Lake,  only  one  city  in  the  list — Portland,  Or., — received  more  advan- 
tageous terms  in  Wall  Street  than  the  metropolis  of  Utah. 

A  list  of  banks,  national,  individual  and  banking  corporations  will  be 
found  in  the  business  directory  of  this  volume.  While  it  shows  no  increase  in 
number  over  that  of  last  year,  general  trade  depression  has  yet  failed  to  sum- 
mon any  to  surrender.  None  have  gone  out  of  business.  On  the  contrary, 
the  Deseret  National  has  increased  its  capital  stock  from  $500,000  to  $1,000, 000, 
thereby  increasing  the  total  amount  of  capital  invested  in  banks  and  banking 
institutions  to  $6.700,000 

BUILDING. 

For  the  eleven  months  of  the  present  year  the  Building  Inspector  has 
issued  578  building  permits,  23  of  which  are  classified  as  business  blocks,  ex- 
clusive of  public  buildings  which  are  in  process  of  erection  or  were  com- 
pleted this  year  under  permits  issued  in  1891.  The  cost  of  these  business 
blocks  is  given  at  $188,240 ;  the  cost  of  dwellings  erected  and  in  process  of 
erection  (555)  is  set  down  at  $976,628,  making  the  total  cost  of  eleven  months' 
building,  $1,164,868.  The  Inspector  is  confident  that  his  report  to  the  Coun- 
cil, which  will  include  the  month  of  December,  will  increase  the  valuation 
given  to  $1,500,000. 

The  erection  of  the  new  City  and  County  Building  began  in  earnest  early 
in  the  season,  and  at  this  writing  three  stories  reveal  their  elegant  propor- 
tions above  the  foundation  and  basement.  Next  to  the  great  Mormon  temple 
it  will  be  the  chief  architectural  gem  of  the  mountains,  and  will  suggest  the 
style  of  architecture  of  the  future  capitol  of  the  State  of  Utah.  It  has  just 
been  decided  to  enlarge  the  plans  so  as  to  make  it  fireproof  throughout. 

The  total  value  of  buildings  for  which  permits  were  issued  in  1891  is  re- 
ported at  $2.231,958.  When  we  reflect  that  this  gross  amount  included  such 
magnificent  structures  as  the  Dooly  and  McCornick  blocks,  one  should  be 
satisfied  with  the  proof  which  this  year's  partial  report  gives  of  the  abiding 
faith  of  Salt  Lake's  people  in  its  future  greatness.  With  the  exceptions  men- 
tioned, this  year's  building  operations  will  favorably  compare  with  those 
of  1891. 

PUBLIC  IMPROVEMENTS. 

Salt  Lake  City  is  justly  proud  of  its  water  supply,  both  as  to  quantity  and 
quality.  Within  the  past  year  the  waters  of  Parley's  Creek  have  been 
brought  to  the  city  by  means  of  a  masonry  conduit,  and  added  to  the  volume 
given  by  City  Creek  and  that  proceeding  from  Emigration  canyon.  A  water 
famine  is  now  an  impossibility,  as  an  abundance  is  assured  for  a  population 
twice  as  large  as  Salt  Lake,  even  for  the  most  lavish  purposes  of  irrigation. 
Water  mains  and  pipes  have  been  extended  even  to  the  sparsely  settled  dis- 
tricts, and  the  work  performed  is  of  an  enduring  character. 

The  expenditures  of  the  Water  Department  for  the  ten  months  ending 
October  31st  of  this  year  have  been  $225,000. 

Street  paving  is  a  matter  which  has  commanded  earnest  attention  during 
the  past  year,  with  a  view  of  securing  that  which  will  prove  most  durable 
and  permanent.  The  consensus  of  public  opinion  leads  in  the  direction  of 
home  material,  and  already  home  contractors  are  at  work  on  Main,  First  and 
Second  South  streets,  preparatory  to  laying  down  a  pavement  of  Utah 
asphaltum.  Cement  sidewalks  will  line  the  streets  thus  paved.  The  esti- 
mated cost  of  this  work  is  $140,000.  The  pavement  of  State  street,  from 
South  Temple  to  Fourth  South,  was  completed  this  year  at  a  cost  of  $70.000. 

All  departments  of  the  municipal  government  are  being  enlarged  to 
meet  the  demands  of  a  growing  metropolis.  An  estimate  of  the  appropri- 
ations absorbed  in  carrying  out  the  work  of  the  departments  named  for  the 
past  ten  months  is  furnished  by  the  City  Auditor  :

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MANUFACTURES. 

From  a  report  made  to  the  Chamber  of  Commerce,  some  time  ago,  the 
remarkable  fact  was  revealed  that  Salt  Lake  City  employs  more  labor,  oper- 
ates more  capital  and  produces  greater  results  in  manufacturing  than  the 
States  of  Wyoming,  Montana,  Idaho  and  the  Territory  of  Arizona  combined. 
There  are  in  successful  operation  in  this  city,  boot  and  shoe,  knitting  and 
over-all  factories,  woolen  and  paper  mills,  tanneries,  confectioneries,  fence 
and  mattress  factories,  cracker  factories,  show-case  makers,  brick  makers, 
aerated  water  works,  roller  grist  mills,  cigar  factories,  vinegar  factories,  soap 
making,  salt  refining,  chemical  works,  glass  works,  wood  working,  printing, 
book  binding,  brewing,  pickle  and  canning  factories,  cement  works,  etc. 
But  perhaps  the  greatest  addition  to  Salt  Lake  City's  industries  is  the  great 
stockyards  and  packing  house. 

When  our  people  cease  to  place  so  much  dependence  on  the  product  of 
the  silver  mines,  and  turn  their  attention  towards  absorbing  the  wealth  of 
other  people  by  producing  finished  articles  from  the  raw  material  above  and 
below  the  earth  around  them,  Salt  Lake  City  will  take  rank  as  the  Pittsburg 
of  the  Rocky  Mountains. 

The  discovery  of  natural  gas  within  easy  distance  of  the  city  will  also 
give  an  impetus  to  manufacture.  Already  preparations  are  being  made  to 
convey  it  in  pipes  to  the  city  and  place  it  in  the  hands  of  the  man  in  the 
foundry  and  the  woman  in  the  house. 

MINING. 

Salt  Lake  City  is  the  headquarters  of  assayersand  capitalists  who  handle 
the  products  of  the  mines,  and  from  whence  the  ore  and  bullion  is  shipped. 
The  total  product  of  Utah  mines  for  1891  was  valued  at  $12,000,000.  The 
mining  industry  is  concisely  reviewed  in  pages  5,  6  and  9  of  the  Territorial 
Department. 

RAILROADS. 

Although  what  might  not  be  properly  termed  a  railroad  centre,  its  posi- 
tion and  importance  justify  the  claim  that  the  Pacific  railroads  of  the 
future  will  either  seek  this  city  as  a  terminal  point  or  stretch  their  feeders 
into  the  capital  of  Utah.  Projects  are  talked  of  and  even  companies  are 
incorporated  looking  to  this  end,  one  of  them  being  the  San  Francisco,  Los 
Angeles  &  Salt  Lake  Railroad.  The  Great  Salt  Lake  and  Hot  Springs  Rail- 
road is  more  ambitious  than  its  local  title  would  imply,  and  will  push  its 
track  into  the  Deep  Creek  mining  district,  and  probably  further.  .  At  this 
writing,  what  is  designated  as  "Col.  Murray's  road''  bids  fair  to  develop 
something  more  than  a  paper  road,  and  narrow-guage  roads  to  the  coal  fields 
are  strongly  urged  as  the  best  means  to  inflict  blows  on  the  monopoly  which 
reaps  100  per  cent,  on  the  supply  brought  to  Salt  Lake  City.  Such  a  road,  if 
built,  will  be  a  feeder  to  the  Utah  Central. 

The  two  great  trunk  lines  which  enter  Salt  Lake  are  the  Union  Pacific 
and  the  Rio  Grande  Western. 

The  following  table  gives  one  a  clear  idea  of  the  traffic  of  these  roads 
with  the  business  of  Salt ,Lake  City.  The  tables  are  prepared  from  the  be- 
ginning of  the  year,  with  estimates  from  December  15  :

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EDUCATION, 

All  classes  of  citizens  are  fully  alive  to  the  importance  of  public  educa- 
tion.  In  fact  it  is  the  best  promoter  of  changing  conditions  in  Utah,  and 
the  effort  to  eliminate  it  from  politics  has  met  with  signal  success.'  The 
methods  of  instruction  are  the  same  as  those  which  receive  the  approval  of 
thr  best  teachers  in  the  Eastern  states.  The  buildings  that  have  already 
been  erected  will  favorably  compare  with  those  of  metropolitan  cities  else- 
where. 

Eight  new  school  buildings  were  commenced  in  the  summer,  some  of 
them  already  finished  and  occupied,  and  a  ninth  will  be  erected  early  in  the 
->n  of  1893.  The  cost  of  these  buildings,  together  with  the  sites,  will  not 
fall  short  of  $500,000.  The  city  now  contains  29  public  schools,  with  138 
teachers.  For  the  month  of  November  the  average  attendance  was  6,686 
pupils,  which  is  considered  by  the  Superintendent  as  a  fair  average  the  year 
round.  In  enumerating  the  number  of  schools,  only  such  buildings  where 
instruction  is  directed  by  a  Principal  in  person  are  listed.  Until  the  new 
schools  are  ready  for  occupancy,  it  has  been  found  necessary  to  rent  school 
room  in  convenient  places  in  the  districts. 

Denominational  schools,  necessities  of  past  conditions,  still  exist,  but 
their  usefulness  is  directed  now  in  the  line  of  normal  training.  The  Catho- 
lics h^ve  an  academy  and  college  which  receive  pupils  from  the  surrounding 
State*  and  Territories  ;  the  Episcopalians.  Presbyterians  and  Congregational- 
i>ts  also  have  academies  and  schools  wheie  particular  attention  is  paid  to 
the  higher  branches  of  education,  and  so  have  the  Methodists  and  other 
leading  denominations  in  the  city.  Salt  Lake  City  is  also  the  seat  of  the 
University  of  Utah.  There  is  also  a  school  of  short-hand,  a  commercial  col- 
aud  other  private  institutions  of  special  branches  of  education. 

k8   A  PLEASURE  RESORT. 

So  much  has  been  written  about  Salt  Lake  City  in  this  respect,  that  ex- 
pivssinns  which  have  found  voice  elsewhere  is  the  only  testimony  needed  to 
.support  the  claim  that  this  city  is  without  a  peer  on  the  continent.  With 
its  advantages  of  climate,  one  may  absorb  invigoration  in  even  the  most  ar- 
duous labor,  while  at  a  trilling  expense  he  can  enjoy  the  delights  which  close 
Saratoga  and  Newport  to  all  but  millionaires.  Medicinal  springs  abound 
within  the  corporate  limits  of  Salt  Lake  City,  and  an  analysis  of  their  cura- 
1  ive  properties  places  them  on  a  plane  with  the  famous  Hot  Springs  of  Ar- 
kansas. The  Great  Salt  Lake  will  be  in  the  near  future,  as  it  certainly  de- 
serves to  be.  the  resort  of  wealthy  pilgrims  from  all  over  the  country.  Dur- 
ing thf  season  of  1893  transportation  facilities  will  be  greatly  enlarged,  and 
public  and  private  enterprise  will  strongly  compete  in  endeavors  to  secure 
the  largest  share  of  patronage  to  the  various  delightful  resorts  on  its  shores. 

Liberty  Park,  in  the  southeastern  part  of  the  city,  is  on  the  line  of 
electric  car  travel.  Calder's  Park.  Wagener's  Grove  and  Smoot's  Park  are 
fully  equipped  for  all  the  pleasures  sought  by  picnic  parties.  The  beauties 
of  the  City  Creek  canyon  have  been  imparted  to  canvas.  An  hour's  drive 
from  any  part  of  Salt  Lake  towards  the  canyons  of  the  Wasatch  reveals 
scenery  that  only  the  Alps  can  match.  Fort  Douglas  looks  down  on  the  city 
from  the  northeast,  and  is  a  popular  place  of  visit,  especially  on  Sundays. 

In  one  word,  Salt  Lake  City  stands  unrivalled  in  its  presentation  of  op- 
portunities to  the  man  of  business  and  contentment  to  the  man  of  leisure. 
It  has  its  theatre  and  varieties,  its  clubs  and  its  libraries,  its  social  and  be- 
nevolent societies.  There  is  only  one  feature  of  Eastern  civilization  lacking — 
the  Eastern  mendicant.  Absolute  poverty  is  comparatively  unknown. 

THE  GAZETTEER. 

The  compilers  of  this  Gazetteer  are  proud  of  their  work.  The  labor  it 
entailed  was  directed  with  a  view  of  making  it  complete  in  every  particular; 
and  in  this  spirit  the  canvass  proceeded  zealously,  systematically  and  con- 
scientiously. Every  feature  received  careful  personarattention.  No  reliance 
was  placed  on  information  received  second-hand,  nor  on  back  number  edi- 
tions of  "boom"  publications  and  pamphlets.  This  was  the  promise  we 
gave  our  patrons  at  the  start.  We  now  retrieve  that  promise  in  our  guarantee 
that  the  name  of  every  adult  in  Salt  Lake  who  has  an  abiding  place  will  be 
found  in  this  volume.

IRRIGATION. 

HAT  this  method  is  an  advantage  rather  than  a  detriment  to  farming, 
is  susceptible  of  easy  proof.  The  water  collects  from  all  directions  and, 
coursing  down  the  mountain  sides,  carries  with  it  the  fine,  rich  and  un- 
impoverished  particles  of  soil,  which,  by  means  of  irrigation,  are  depos- 
ited on  the  cultivated  land.  Thus  the  land  is  being  constantly  renewed.  For 
the  quantity  and  quality  of  cereals  and  for  the  continuous  period  the  land  will 
yield,  the  like  is  unknown  in  other  countries  where  agriculture  depends 
upon  rains.  During  certain  months  in  the  year  the  water  supply  for  ir- 
rigating purposes  is  inadequate  to  the  demand.  To  this,  more  than  to  any 
other  cause,  is  due  the  idea  entertained  by  some  that  Utah  has  reached  her 
agricultural  capacity.  This  belief  is  not  the  product  of  reason  A  sane 
person,  who  knows  anything  about  the  Territory,  knows  also  that  enough 
water  runs  to  waste  in  Utah  during  the  winter  and  early  spring  months,  to 
irrigate  twice  the  amount  of  arable  land  in  this  Territory  the  year  round. 

Artesian  wells  have  proved  a  great  success  in  many  parts  of  the  Terri- 
tory, notably  in  Tooele  County,  demonstrating  the  practicability  and  the 
utility  of  this  method  of  irrigation.  The  confidence  had  in  the  water  capacity 
of  Utah,  if  successful  saving  and  developing  methods  are  introduced, 
amounts  to  a  conviction.  Statistics  of  the  near  future  will  show  an  increase 
in  the  acreage  of  land  farmed,  in  the  number  of  persons  employed,  and  in 
the  production,  so  disproportionate  to  years  past,  as  to  render  earlier  efforts — 
not  considering  the  adverse  conditions  which  can  never  be  experienced 
again,  and  which  were  then  and  have  been  powerful  opposing  agencies  to 
material  development — seemingly  insignificant.  However,  with  the  same 
acreage,  the  same  irrigation  facilities,  Utah  is  still  capable  of  supporting  a 
population  three,  and  even  four,  times  that  of  Utah  to-day. 

CEREALS. 

With  the  exception  of,  Indian  Corn  (which  does  not  thrive  so  well 
because  of  cool  nights)  all  the"  products  of  the  same  latitude  as  Utah  thrive 
remarkably  well.  The  soil  and  the  climate  are  peculiarly  adapted  to  the 
raising  of  wheat  and  kindred  cereals,  and  to  the  growth  of  all  kinds  of  fruit. 
In  Southern  Utah  semi-tropical  fruits  and  vegetation  are  cultivated  with 
marked  success. 

FRUITS  AND  FLOWERS. 

The  Basin  of  the  Great  Salt  Lake  is  pre-eminently  a  fruit  raising  section. 
All  the  fruits  of  the  temperate  clime  grow  in  this  region  to  unusual  size, 
while  the  flavor  is  unsurpassed.  It  has  become  an  industry  and  is  the  source 
of  much  wealth  in  an  unostentatious  way.  Utah  fruit,  dried,  is  a  luxury 
elsewhere,  and  thousands  of  pounds  are  shipped  away  annually.  The  care  of 
fruit,  as  a  rule,  falls  to  the  lot  of  women  and  children,  the  work  not  being 
heavy,  nor  the  orchards  very  large,  though  they  are  great  in  number.  The 
result  is  that  dried  fruit  constitutes  an  unrecognized  source  of  wealth  which 
annually  brings  thousands  of  dollars  into  the  Territory,  and  by  which  the 
thrifty  housewife  is  enabled  to  add  many  comforts  to  her  home,  without

which  she  would  otherwise  be  obliged  to  content  herself.  Southern  Utah, 
below  the  rim  of  the  basin,  is  peculiarly  adapted  to  vineyards,  and  to  the 
manufacture  of  wine.  Shrubbery,  flowers  and  shade  trees  abound  and  are 
growing  in  numbers  and  in  excellence  yearly.  There  is  no  estimate  of  the 
value  of  the  latter,  but  when  a  sale  or  purchase  of  land  is  meditated  the 
number  and  the  kind  of  flowers,  lawns  and  shade  trees  make  a  vast  difference 
in  the  commercial  values  of  a  place.  Millions  of  dollars,  unaccounted  for  in 
the  material  value  of  the  Territory,  exist,  observed  only  as  they  please  the 
eye  and  gratify  the  taste  of  the  beholder. 

STOCK-RAISING. 

Next  to  mining,  stock  has  brought  more  interchangeable  wealth  or 
money  into  the  Territory  than  any  other  resource.  The  pasturage  for  cattle 
is  yearly  decreasing,  two  causes  being  at  work  to  produce  such  a  result ; 
first,  land  once  common  for  grazing  is  now  being  taken  up  and  used  for 
agricultural  purposes,  pure  and  simple  ;  second,  and  by  far  the  more  power- 
ful reason,  is  the  wonderful  increase  in  sheep.  Sheep,  at  present,  are  much 
cheaper  to  keep  and  give  far  greater  returns,  by  reason  of  their  rapid  in- 
crease and  because  of  the  wool  clip  which  grows  in  proportion  with  the 
numerical  strength  of  the  animals.  The  vast  sheep  herds  and  the  immense 
wool  clips,  as  compared  with  former  years,  mark  a  clear  gain. 

The  people  are  inbreeding  a  higher  strain  into  their  cattle,  and  the 
desire  to  introduce  finer  blood  into  horses  has  grown  with  astonishing 
rapidity  and  is  bearing  the  most  pleasing  fruits.  There  is  foundation  for  the 
assertion  that  Utah  is  singularly  a  country  qualified  to  produce  a  fine  and 
healthy  race  of  horses.  The  reason  is  to  be  found  in  the  altitude,  with  our 
fine  and  bracing  air,  which  is  pre-eminentty  calculated  to  produce  a  healthy 
and  large-lunged  horse.  The  excellent  range  is  an  additional  reason. 
The  bunch  grass  growing  along  the  low  foot  hills  and  high  in  the  canyon 
ravines  is  admitted  to  be  as  nutritious  as  any  grass  known.  It  produces 
large  limbs  and  superior  muscle.  These  two  elements,  producing  large  lungs, 
powerful  limbs  and  strong1  and  elastic  muscles,  are  winning  for  Utah  an 
enviable  reputation  as  a  horse-breeding  section.  Horses,  as  well  as  sheep,  are 
a  rapidly  increasing  source  of  wealth  in  the  Territory  ;  and  the  desire  for  a 
better  and  still  better  strain  of  blood  is  so  general  as  to  justify  the  belief  that 
Utah  will  soon  boast  as  fine  a  quality  of  horse  flesh  in  general,  and  in 
particular,  as  the  most  favored  section  of  the  United  States. 

One  thing  that  has  contributed  largely  to  the  success  of  stock-raising 
in  Utah,  by  making  feed  cheap  and  abundant,  was  the  introduction  of  alfalfa, 
or  lucerne.  Thousands  and  thousands  of  acres  of  land,  worthless  for 
meadow,  are  seeded  down  with  lucerne.  The  yield  is  astonishingly  prolific, 
ranging  from  three  to  four  tons  on  inferior  land  and  with  poor  water 
facilities,  to  ten  tons  per  annum  under  more  favorable  conditions.  It  is  an 
excellent  food  for  cattle,  largely  increases  the  flow  of  milk  in  cows,  and  is  a 
substantial  and  fattening  feed  for  work  horses.  It  is  the  best  friend  to  the 
stock  and  dairy  industries  of  Utah  yet  discovered. 

TIMBER. 

Utah  holds  an  intermediate  position  with  respect  to  its  supply  of  timber, 
between  the  Pacific  and  Prairie  States.  Its  arable  lands  are  not  interspersed 
with  forests,  nor  yet  is  it  without  an  adequate  supply  of  timber  within  its 
own  limits  for  building,  fencing,  mining  and  fuel.  The  valleys  or  plains  are 
destitute  of  forest  growth,  and  in  early  times  willow  brush  was  resorted  to 
for  fencing,  adobe  bricks  for  building  and  sage  brush  for  fuel.  But  the 
mountains  are  generally  more  or  less  wooded,  almost  wholly  with  evergreens, 
however.  The  best  trees  furnish  lumber,  not  technically  clear,  but  the  knots 
are  held  so  fast  that  they  are  no  real  detriment,  and  the  lumber  is  practically 
clear.  The  red  pine  and  black  balsam,  indigenous  to  the  mountains,  make  a 
fence  post  or  railroad  tie  that  will  last  ten  years.  The  white  pine  is  not  so 
good.  More  than  half  of  the  forest  growth  of  the  Wasatch  is  of  the  white  or 
inferior  variety.  On  the  Oquirrh  the  trees  are  chiefly  red  pine.  Scrub  cedar 
and  pinion  pine  are  quite  common  in  the  south  and  west.  They  are  of  little 
value  for  anything  but  posts,  ties  and  fuel.

MINES  AND  MINING. 


O  OTHER  Territory  or  State  has  made  such  rapid  strides  in  developing 
its  mining  interests  during  the  past  few  years  as  Utah.  Its  standing 
has  advanced  from  ninth  to  fourth  in  rank.

SAMPLING  AND  SMELTING. 

There  are  thirteen  sampling  mills  in  Utah— one  at  the  Horn  Silver 
mine,  one  at  Milford,  one  at  Tintic,  five  at  Sandy  and  vicinity,  three  at  Park 
City,  and  one  in  Salt  Lake.  Together  they  sampled  in  1890  about  150.000 
tons  of  ore.  Ordinarily,  only  the  fifth  or  tenth  sack  of  a  lot  of  ore  is  sampled, 
and  the  cost  is  $1  per  ton  for  the  whole  of  it.  Where  the  whole  is  sampled, 
the  charge  is  $4  per  ton.  The  sampler  crushes  the  ore  to  the  size  of  peas, 
thoroughly  mixes,  and  sends  sealed  packages  to  the  assay ers,  upon  whose 
certificates  it  is  bought  and  sold. 

In  the  Jordan  Valley,  six  to  twelve  miles  south  of  Salt  Lake  City,  on 
the  railroads,  are  the  Utah  smelters,  four  or  five  different  concerns,  compris- 
ing about  a  dozen  stacks.  Those  in  blast,  at  present,  are  the  Germania, 
three  stacks,  three  revolving  roasters,  and  one  large  reverberatory ;  the 
Hanauer,  4  stacks  and  5  roasters  ;  the  Mingo,  4  stacks  and  5  reverberatories  ; 
the  3  plants  are  valued  at  $500,000.  Together  they  keep  7  or  8  stacks  pretty 
steadily  in  blast,  and  employ  about  350  men,  at  an  average  wage  of  f  65  per 
month. 

COAI/— Utah  contains  a  great  variety  of  minerals  besides  those  involved 
in  silver  mining,  to-wit :  Silver,  gold,  lead  and  copper.  Coal  occurs  on  both 
fronts  of  the  Wasatch,  and  of  the  High  Plateaus  almost  the  entire  length  of 
the  Territory.  The  coal  measures  underlie  an  area  of  many  thousand  square 
miles ;  probably  2,000,  that  are  available.  At  all  events  there  is  enough  to 
meet  any  possible  demand  for  generations.  We  should  be  mining  four  times 
as  much  as  we  are  but  that  the  Union  Pacific  largely  supplies  Utah  from 
Wyoming. 

The  Pleasant  Valley  Company  have  mines  at  Scofield  and  at  Castle 
Gate,  both  within  120  miles  of  Salt  Lake  City.  They  have  also  80  coke  ovens 
at  Castle  Gate. 

The  Union  Pacific  Company  have  mines  at  Scofield,  from  which  they 
take  out  about  200.000  tons  per  annum. 


DEEP  CREEK. 


HE  GREAT  UTAH  BASIN  lies  between  the  Wasatch  Range  on  the  east 
k  and  the  Sierras  Nevada  on  the  west.     Passing  Oquirrh  range  about   1 8 
miles  West  of  Salt  Lake  City,  enter  Tooele  valley,   for  some  distance 
bordering  the  southern  shores  of  the  Great  Salt  Lake. 

Between  Oquirrh  range  and  Deep  Creek  mountains  are  a  succession  of 
low  mountain  spurs  and  broken  ranges  ;  Skull  valley  and  Cedar   range,  Dry 
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valley.  Dugway  and  Granite  ranges,  Great  American  I  )esert  or  Mud  Flats, 
Fish  Springs  mountains,  Snake  valley,  Deep  Creek  range  and  Deep  Creek 
valley,  near  the  eastern  line  of  Nevada. 

The  route  is  remarkably  free  from  steep  grades,  being  level  country 
nearly  all  the  way.  The  mountains  in  the  great  basin  have  the  appearance 
of  being  submerged  in  clay  and  sand  deposits  and  cut  away  by  erosion  as  they 
rise  abruptly  from  the  flat  surface  of  the  valleys,  they  are  destitute  of  vege- 
tation. The  Deep  Creek  mountains  however  have  a  plentiful  supply  of  tim- 
ber—about the  last  of  the  rich  unexplored  mining  regions  of  this  vast  coun- 
try are  found  in  the  central  and  western  portions  of  Utah  and  eastern  Nev- 
ada and  are  easily  accessible  from  Salt  Lake  City. 

Why  this  country,  so  rich  in  gold,  silver  and  almost  every  other  min- 
eral should  have  been  so  long  neglected  is  a  mystery — but  now  that  several 
rich  strikes  have  been  made  there  the  eyes  of  the  people  are  opened,  and 
hundreds  are  daily  making  their  way  out,  to  what  is  destined  to  be  the  great- 
est mining  camp  the  world  has  yet  known. 

On  leaving  Salt  Lake,  going  west. 

THE    DUGWAY    DISTRICT 

is  the  first  place  of  interest.  The  formation  there  is  porphyry,  lime  stone 
and  quartzite.  There  is  a  zone  of  burnt  lime,  black  and  white,  resembling  an 
ash  bed,  running  through  the  mountains  for  seven  miles.  The  mineral  is 
found  in  contact  bodies  and  veins  running  out  from  the  contacts  in  frequent 
succession,  cut  across  the  lime  rock  stratification.  Its  character  is  peculiar  to 
itself. 

One  year  ago  the  Buckhorn  mine  was  located  by  S.  H.  Gilson  and 
others.  Work  was  commenced  on  the  claim  last  March.  It  only  required  the 
removal'of  the  surface  debris  to  find  an  extensive  body  of  ore  that  drove  the 
whole  country  into  the  wildest  state  of  excitement,  and  caused  hundreds  of 
prospectors  to  flock  out  to  that  district. 

FISH    SPRINGS 

lies  about  seventeen  miles  southwest  from  Dugway.  The  mines  lie  on  the 
west  side  of  Fish  Springs  mountains  and  yield  rich  bodies  of  ore  of  the  hard 
and  soft  carbonate  character. 

DEEP    CREEK    RANGE, 

stretching  along  nearly  the  entire  western  border  of  Utah— over  100  miles- 
is  the  Great  Deep  Creek  range,  and  there  is  more  undeveloped  and  unpros- 
pected  country,  known  to  be  rich  in  mineral  wealth,  than  is  anywhere  to  be 
found.  And  when  the  projected  Deep  Creek  railroad  is  completed,  the  Lead- 
ville  bonanza  camp  will  pale  beside  it  as  the  stars  beside  ,the  moon.  With 
the  opening  of  Spring,  work  was  resumed  in  good  earnest  and  new  and 
startling  strikes  are  being  made  daily.  That  there  is  great  wealth  hidden  in 
the  Deep  Creek  range  is  an  indisputable  fact  and  there  is  no  camp  in  America 
to-day  that  offers  better  inducements,  to  the  fortune  seeker ;  all  that  a  man 
requires  is  pluck,  energy,  strength  and  perseverance  and  with  these  qualifi- 
cations if  he  cannot  succeed  there,  we  are  sadly  mistaken. 


A  NEW  SYSTEM  OF  CONCENTRATION. 


INCE  the  age  of  stone,  minerals  have  been  turned  more  and 
more  to  the  use  of  men,  and  yet  it  has  become  a  common 
claim  that  mining  for  the  metals  is  but  in  its  infancy.  A 
^^-^^^s  product,  the  value  of  which  is  consumed  in  the  expense  of 
handling,  is  a  poor  resource  indeed  ;  but  the  raw  materials  from  which  pro- 
fits may  be  derived  are  a  Source  of  wealth  to  their  possessor.  In  Uold,  Silver, 
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Copper.  Lead,  Bismuth,  Antimony.  Iron,  and  other  metals,  untold  millions 
are  locked  up  in  their  peculiar  combinations  with  themselves  and  other  sub- 
stances :  hence  the  importance  of  some  cheap  method  for  their  extraction 
and  separation. 

Of  late  much  thought  and  money  have  been  expended  in  the  effort  to 
discover  a  cheap  and  practical  means  of  extracting  the  minerals  from  their 
ores,  at  or  near  the  mines,  by  which  the  vast  quantities  of  low-grade  ores 
may  be  utilized. 

During  the  past  four  years  J.  D.  Coplen  and  S.  Hoag,  residents  of  Den- 
ver, Colo.,  have  devoted  their  time  and  money  to  the  solution  of  this  prob- 
lem, with  a  result  obtained  which  is  entirely  satisfactory. 

It  was  found  that  in  every  attempt  heretofore  made  to  concentrate 
low-grade  ores  there  has  been  a  loss  in  values  ranging  from  20  to  60  per  cent. 

To  overcome  these  obstacles,  first  a  better  means  for  pulverizing  or 
granulating  had  to  be  invented,  as  uniformity  in  size,  as  well  as  uniformity 
in  conditions,  must  be  secured  before  concentration  by  gravitation  can  pos- 
sibly be  successful.  These  objects  are  attained  :  First— By  the  use  of  the 
"Coplen  Pulverizer.'*  which  will  reduce  more  ore  to  a  given  fineness,  with  less 
power,  than  any  other  machine.  It  can  be  adjusted  to  crush  to  any  desired 
fineness  without  suffering  the  damaging  effect  of  making  a  part  of  the  min- 
eral too  fine.  It  is  easily  adjusted  to  any  class  of  ore.  Second — By  the  "Cop- 
len Slimer,''  which  automatically  divides  the  pulp  into  six  different  cla>s«-s  : 
differing  from  each  other  in  many  respects,  each  class  having  a  uniformity 
of  conditions  favorable  to  treatment  on  the  concentrator.  Third— By  The 
Sizer  and  Ore  Washer,  which  divides  the  coarser  granular  matter  into  four 
different  sizes,  and  at  the  same  time  thoroughly  washes  the  pulverized  ore. 

The  Coplen  system  comprises  six  different  machines,  five  of  which  are 
secured  by  Letters  Patent,  and  the  sixth  now  pending.  They  are  an  Auto- 
matic Feed,  a  Pulverizer,  a  Sizer,  a  Slimer,  a  Distributor,  and  a  Concentrator. 

SAVING    OF   VALUES. 

With  proper  pulverization  of  ores,  from  95  to  98  per  cent,  of  their  values 
may  be  saved. 

The  main  question  in  concentration  is,  how  close  can  the  ores  be  work- 
ed with  greatest  profit  ?  The  chief  principle  involved  in  concentration  by 
the  Coplen  System  is  gravitation,  hence  all  conditions  must  be  in  conformity 
thereto  if  success  is  attained.  In  estimating  the  concentratable  character 
of  ores,  the  first  to  be  considered  is  the  hardness  and  specific  gravity  of  min- 
erals to  be  saved  in  contrast  with  the  same  conditions  of  the  gangue  and 
other  worthless  matter. 

The  cost  of  treating  ores  by  the  Coplen  System  varies  from  50  cents  to 
$2.00  per  ton,  according  to  size  of  plant,  price  of  labor  and  other  conditions. 

The  San  Juan  Red  Mountain  Gold  and  Silver  Mining  Company  has 
one  of  the  Coplen  mills  in  successful  operation  at  Ouray,  Colorado,  where  it 
is  subject  to  public  inspection.

The  University  of  Utali  was  founded  by  the  people  of  Utah, 
through  their  representatives  in  185O.  It  offers  facilities 
for  higher  education  to  all,  and  is  free  from  partisan  poll- 
tics  and  sectarian  influence. 

THE  FOLLOWING  COURSES  ARE  IN  OPERATION: 

1 — A  four  years'  classical  course  leading  to  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Arts. 

2 — A  four  years'  course  in  General  Science  leading  to  the  degree  of  Bach- 
elor of  Science. 

3 — A  four  years'  course  in  Letters  leading  to  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of 
Letters. 

4 — A  three  years'  course  in  Mining  and  Mining  Engineering  leading  to 
the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Mining  Engineering. 

5— A  four  years'  Normal  course  (two  years  preparatory)  leading  to  the 
degree  of  Bachelor  of  Didactics. 

6— A  three  years'  Normal  course  (two  years  preparatory). 


Graduates  of  the  University,  or  of  other  Colleges  or  Universities  of  good 
standing,  are  provided  with  facilities  for  the  study  of  Mathematics,  Miner- 
alogy, Geology,  Latin,  Greek,  and  Chemistry. 


The  University  has  a  Department  of  Military   Science  and  Tactics  and 
a  Deaf  Mute  Department. 


The  University  has  a  Library  often  thousand  volumes;  a  Museum  of  rare, 
and  valuable  specimens:  Scientific  Laboratories  and  abundant  illustrative 
apparatus;  and  a  Reading  Room  supplied  with  more  than  seventy  of  the  best 
newspapers  and  periodicals. 


A  Preparatory  School  designed  to  prepare  students  to  pursue  any  of  the 
University  courses  is  open  to  persons  of  both  sexes  over  fifteen  years  of  age. 


Students  are  admitted  without  charges  for  tuition  to  any  course  they  are 
prepared  to  pursue.  There  is  an  annual  admission  fee  of  $6.00  for  residents 
of  Utah  and  $25.00  for  non-residents.  Regularly  appointed  Normals  not 
charged  this  fee.  ' 

Board  and  lodging  can  be  procured  in  the  city  for  from  three  and  a  half  to 
five  dollars  per  week  By  renting  rooms  and  boarding  themselves  students 
may  reduce  these  expenses. 

Students  may  receive  from  the  President  permits  for  reduced  fare  over 
the  railways  in  Utah.  They  may  also  receive  half  fare  permits  over  the  street 
railroads  in  Salt  Lake  City.

NATURAL  GAS. 


)V(ATURAL  GAS  was  known  upwards  of  two  thousand  years  ago  on  the 
L.  \  shores  of  the  Caspian  sea  and  in  China.  The  Chinese  looked  upon  this 
wonderful  agent  with  perfect  awe,  and  the  people  were  forbidden  to  disturb 
its  springs  some  two  hundred  years  prior  to  the  Christian  era.  In  1821  a 
natural  gas  spring  was  discovered  in  Fredonia,  New  York,  and  as  early  as 
1840  in  Ohio.  It  was  found  in  drilling  for  oil  in  Oil  City,  Pennsylvania, 
shortly  afterwards.  In  Utah  Territory,  it  has  been  known  ever  since  the 
early  settlement  by  the  indomitable  Mormon  pioneers.  A  large  spring  exists 
southwest  of  Farmington  that  has  a  record  of  over  thirty  years  ;  another  at 
the  mouth  of  the  Jordan  River,  that  has  been  burning  at  intervals  of  over 
twenty-five  years,  and  on  the  Drake  and  Keyser  property  near  Centerville, 
some  little  drive  wells  have  had  a  flow  for  over  five  years,  phenomenal  in 
their  output  and  fully  demonstrating  the  permanency  of  the  supply.  About 
fifty  miles  north  of  Salt  Lake  City,  natural  gas  has  been  used  in  burning  brick 
and  lime  for  several  years.  At  Corinne  a  well  on  the  Guthrie  property  has  a 
good  flow  of  natural  gas,  remarkable  for  its  purity  and  heating  power. 

Natural  gas  has  disseminated  throughout  a  more  extensive  area  of  ter- 
ritory in  this  country  than  is  commonly  supposed.  A  few  years  ago  Pennsyl- 
vania was  looked  upon  as  the  only  field  in  the  United  States,  but  within  the 
last  ten  years  fourteen  other  States  and  Territories  have  come  to  the  front  as 
natural  gas  producers.  This  industry  is  no  new  or  uncertain  speculation,  but 
a  plain  business  proposition  looking  to  the  solution  of  the  problem  of  cheap 
fuel  for  heating  and  manufacturing  purposes. 

So  far  as  the  geological  formation  of  Salt  Lake  Valley  is  concerned,  the 
same  structure  exists  here  as  in  the  eastern  gas  fields,  with  the  advantage  in 
favor  of  Salt  Lake,  that  its  faulting  is  of  far  heavier  displacement,  covering  a 
more  extensive  deposit  of  natural  gas,  and  offering  greater  inducements  to 
the  prospector  than  any  of  the  rich  eastern  fields. 

SALT  LAKE  NATURIAL   GAS. 

With  the  assurance  of  natural  gas,  Salt  Lake  will  become  a  great  man- 
ufacturing city  in  an  incredibly  short  space  of  time.  Gas  will  be  cheaper  than 
water.  By  that  we  mean  that  the  fuel  bill  of  a  householder  will  be  cheaper 
than  his  water  bill  for  the  same  premises.  No  event  could  be  of  such  benefit 
to  Salt  Lake  and  to  the  entire  Territory  of  Utah,  as  the  certainty  of  natural  gas 
in  sufficient  quantities,  and  we  believe  that  such  certainty  is  now  an  absolute 
fact.  The  cost  of  living  will  be  reduced  fully  one-quarter,  if  not  one-third,  in 
fuel  bill  alone.  The  electric  light  works  now  use  §15,000  worth  of  fuel  per 
year  and  the  street  car  companies  equally  as  much.  An  enormous  saving  will 
be  effected  with  natural  gas  and  their  expense  for  fuel  would  be  insignificant. 
One  smelter  in  this  city  that  now  pays  out  $200,000  a  year  for  fuel  can,  if 
natural  gas  can  be  substituted  for  coke,  save  on  that  item  alone  fully  $175,000 
per  annum.  The  Knutsford  Hotel  can  be  supplied  with  fuel  for  $100  per  year. 

Natural  gas  in  abundance  assured  immense  manufacturing  establish- 
ments of  every  kind  will  be  erected  here  that  will  give  permanent  employ- 
ment to  thousands  of  persons  and  add  to  the  prosperity  and  population  of  the 
city.  Cheap  fuel  is  what  all  manufacturers  must  have  and  is  the  most  im- 
portant consideration.  The  manufactured  articles  required  by  the  great  sec- 
tion of  country  to  the  west  of  here,  and  by  Asia,  Australia  and  the  South 
American  countries  will  be  produced  here  in  Salt  Lake  City.  We  will  manu- 
facture all  of  the  iron  that  is  required  on  the  Pacific  Coast. 

The  New  American  Natural  Gas  &  Fuel  Co.  are  now  the  prime  movers  in 
the  development  of  these  great  resources.  They  own  and  control  some  8000  acres 
of  land,  and  have  already  sunk  some  five  wells,  ranging  in  depth  from  600  to 
850  feet,  the  smallest  two  inches  and  largest  six  inches,  and  the  results  so  far 
have  surpassed  expectations.  The  volume  of  the  small  well  (known  as  "Tus- 
carora")  equals  5.000,000  feet  in  24  hours,  and  has  proved  a  wonder  to  visiting 
capitalists,  and  pronounced  by  all  as  the  "Biggest  little  well  on  earth."

MISCELLANEOUS. 


FARMING;  STOCK-RAISING. 


IRRIGATION.— The  area  of  irrigable-arable  land  in  Utah  has  been  given 
under  a  previous  head.  Although  crops  are  grown  in  favorable  spots  without 
irrigation,  yet  irrigation  is  indespensable  to  the  Utah  farmer.  With  tin- 
canals  and  aqueducts  made,  watering  costs  at  the  outside  $3.50  an  acre.  A  i 
the  same  time  it  enriches  the  land  and  assures  a  full  crop.  If  water  can  l>e 
so  distributed  as  to  rnn  over  and  off  from  the  land,  it  is  held  that  it  will  im- 
part more  of  the  elements  of  plant  growth  than  the  harvest  extracts.  A 
certain  forty  square  miles  in  Valencia,  Spain,  under  the  canal  of  the  Tuna, 
sustain  70,960  souls;  and  this  exclusive  of  the  population  of  the  city  of 
Valencia.  At  one-fourth  of  this  density,  Utah's  irrigable-arable  lands  will 
sustain  1,250,000  souls.  Cultivation  is  indigenous  only  in  rainless  countries, 
where  man  controls  seed-time  and  harvest.  Any  farmer  in  the  world  might 
well  chose  to  do  his  own  watering  (if  he  could),  rather  than  be  at  the  mercy 
of  the  capricious  skies  which  bend  above  the  so-called  humid  regions. 

Ten  years  ago  there  were  10,000  miles  of  aqueducts,  large  and  small, 
watering  as  many  small  farms  in  the  valleys  of  Utah.  No  doubt  the  farms 
and  the  miles  of  irrigating  channels  have  both  increased  in  number  nearly 
100  per  cent,  since  the  last  census.  The  necessity  for  irrigation  tends  to  keep 
down  the  size  of  farms,  and  this  tends  to  high  cultivation.  With  a  strong 
and  fertile  soil,  an  unclouded  sky,  a  clear  atmosphere,  an  equable  climate. 
reliable  seasons,  plenty  of  water,  and  a  multitude  of  husbandmen  relatively  to 
the  acres  cropped,  if  our  product  per  acre  does  not  double  that  of  the  older 
States  we  have  nobody  but  ourselves  to  blame. 

WHEAT— Fair  Utah  wheat  ranks  in  the  east  with  the  best  No.  2  red, 
which  is  the  highest  grade  that  appears  in  most  of  the  Eastern  markets. 
The  choicest  varieties  are  a  unique  product  with  scarcely  an  equal  in 
America.  Utah  wheat  has  a  brighter,  larger  kernel  than  that  of  the  East. 
and,  though  no  handsomer  than  that  of  California,  it  is  firmer  and  its 
nutriment  more  concentrated.  As  high  as  60  bushels  per  acre  have  been 
raised  here,  but  the  average  yield  is  not  more  than  thirty. 

The  largest  wheat  regions  are  the  Cache  and  Ut-ah  Counties,  clost-1  y 
followed  by  San-pete,  Salt  Lake  and  Weber  Counties.  The  great  staple  is. 
however,  raised  throughout  the  entire  Territory.  Utah  wheat  rarely  falls  in 
price  below  1  per  pound  frje  on  board. 

OATS.— Parties  who  are  keeping  yip  work-horses  pay  25  to  30  per  cent, 
more  for  Utah  Oats  of  ordinary  quality  than  for  a  fair  grade  of  eastern, 
Utah  oats  have  ranged  in  price  during  recent  years  from  lj  to  If  cents  per 
pound  on  cars.  Large  farms  have  been  known  to  realize  an  average  of 
eighty-five  bushels  to  the  acre  by  high  cultivation. 

BARLEY.— Usually  Utah  barley  is  of  magnificent  appearance.  In 
recent  years  brewing  barley  has  been  exported  to  St.  Louis,  Milwaukee, 
California  and  other  points,  where  it  grades  up  to  the  best  Canadian  brewing. 
It  is  the  use  of  this  barley  that  gives  Utah  beer  so  high  a  standard.  Indeed, 
the  White-club  brewing  barley  will  hold  its  own  anywhere  as  a  strictly 
fancy  product. 

RYE.— There  are  a  few  cars  of  rye  annually  offered  at  figures  over  one 
cent  per  pound.  The  quality  is  superb  and  the  yield  fair. 

CORN  —Utah  does  not  rank  as  a  corn  country  and  rarely  has  any  for 
export.  The  hot,  sultry  nights  which  corn  requires  are  not  characterist  ic  of 
the  climate.  Still,  it  must  not  be  supposed  that  farmers  cannot  raise  corn 
in  Utah,  as  500,000  bushels  are  annually  produced. 

GRASSES.— In  the  improvement  of  Utah  land  there  remains  untilled, 
and  scarcely  prized,  a  considerable  area  of  rough  ground  too  dry  for  grass. 
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and  too  broken  and  stony  for  grain.  This  is  now  being  utilized  for  alfalfa, 
which  succeeds  almost  anywhere  in  Utah.  All  the  other  tame  grasses 
common  to  this  latitude  do  well  in  Utah. 

POTATOES. — The  Utah  potato  has  a  reputation  for  excellence  all  over 
America,  and  even  in  Great  Britain.  For  many  years  great  quantities  have 
been  exported  from  the  Territory. 

The  bulk  of  the  potatoes  raised  and  marketed  are  Early  Rose,  Early 
Goodrich,  Willard  and  the  Peerless.  The  king  of  the  Early,  Peerless  and 
Compton's  Surprise,  yield,  in  favored  localities,  about  400  bushels  t*o  the 
acre.  With  high  cultivation  800  bushels  have  been  raised  to  the  acre.  With 
proper  treatment  potato-growing  does  not  impoverish  the  land,  some  of  the 
best  results  coming  from  ground  that  has  been  in  potatoes  for  the  last 
twenty  years. 

OTHER  ROOTS.— Utah  has  a  good  reputation  for  carrots,  which  some- 
tinirs  yield,  of  good  quality,  as  much  as  1,000  bushels  to  the  acre;  also,  for 
tomatoes,  onions,  turnips,  parsnips,  radishes,  etc.  Beets  thrive  well,  and 
some  day  the  large  tracts  of  low-lying,  but  now  unwatered  lands  on  the 
western  side  of  the  Salt  Lake  valley,  and  elsewhere,  will  be  planted  in  sugar- 
lu-fts  for  the  manufacture  of  sugar. 

GREEN  STUFFS.— Of  green  stuffs  Utah  annually  exports  considerable 
quantities  of  cabbages,  cauliflowers,  melons,  squashes,  and  celery— the  latter 
growing  exceptionally  fine. 

Hops  are  also  native  to  Utah,  their  trailing  vines  overrunning  every 
other  kind  of  foliage  in  many  of  the  canyons.  One  or  two  parties,  notably  oh 
the  Provo  Bench,  have  heeded  this  suggestion,  and  are  now  growing  a 
superior  quality  of  hops. 

The  net  value  cf  these  garden  products  in  1889  has  been  carefully  esti- 
mated at  $2,550,000,  and  in  1890  at  considerably  more. 

ALFALFA. — The  greatest  farm  crop  of  Utah  is  alfalfa.  On  good  soil, 
with  plenty  of  water,  it  is  cut  three  or  four  times  in  the  season,  the  total  yield 
approaching  eight  tons  per  acre.  The  third  growth  is  usually  allowed  to 
seed.  After  threshing,  it  is  still  pretty  good  fodder.  It  is  held  that  the 
ground  is  benefited  by  its  growth.  The  roots  go  deep  for  moisture  and  sus- 
tenance, and  there  is  ajperpetual  rain  of  the  leaves  upon  the  soil.  It  is  not 
adapted  to  other  than  dry  climates.  Steady  sunny  weather  is  required  to 
cure  the  heavy  growth.  It  brings  the  grower  $5  to  $10  per  ton,  and  he  gets  5 
or  6  cents  per  pound  for  the  seed  :  400  pounds  is  a  heavy  yield  per  acre,  yet  not 
uncommon.  Both  hay  and  seed  find  a  market  in  adjofning  Territories. 

VALUE  OF  IMPROVED  FARM  LANDS.— Improved  farm  lands  in  Utah 
range  in  value  from  $5  to  $225  an 'acre,  averaging  $40  to  $50.  They  are 
rapidly  appreciating  in  price,  however,  and  it  begins  to  be  seen  that  every 
acre  subject  to  water,  or  that  can  be  made  subject  to  water,  is  intrinsically 
worth  $100.  Lands  about  Grand  Junction,  Col.,  entirely  similar  in  charac- 
ter, and  not  so  favorably  situated  as  the  lands  of  Utah  and  Salt  Lake  Val- 
leys, fire  years  planted  in  fine  fruit,  have  been  held  by  their  owners  against 
offers  of  $500  per  acre. 

CLIMATE;    METEOROLOGICAL;    SANITARY. 

TEMPERATURE  AND  PRECIPITATION. — The  effect  of  residence  in  any 
country  upon  the  physical  well-being  of  man,  is  mainly  a  question  of  cli- 
mate. In  a  mountainous  district,  like  Utah,  the  climate  will,  of  course. 
vary  considerably  with  varying  altitudes  and  exposures.  The  inhabited 
parts  of  the  Territory  range,  in  general,  between  4,300  and  6,300  feet  in 
absolute  altitude,  but  TO  per  cent,  of  the  population  is  settled  in  valleys  not 
more  than  4,500  feet  higher  than  the  sea,  and  60  per  cent,  of  them  in  the 
valleys  of  Great  Salt  Lake  and  Utah  Lake.  In  this  basin  the  air  is  dry, 
pure,  elastic,  transparent  and  bracing;  and  the  temperature  compares 
favorably,  in  respect  of  equability,  with  that  of  the  United  States  at  large, 
and  especially  with  that  of  Colorado  and  Nevada,  and  the  Territories  north 
and  south  of  Utah. 

The  climate  attains  that  medium  between  the  rigor  of  the  great  fresh 
water  lakes  region,  and  eternal  summer  of  Florida  and  Southern  California, 
which  makes  it  both  healthy  and  agreeable.  The  normal  winter  has  thirty 
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to  forty  days  of  moderately  cold  weather,  with  enough  snow  for  a  \vct-k  or 
two  of  sleighing.  Indian  summer  holds  on  till  Thanksgiving,  while  the 
planting  season  begins  in  February.  There  is  comparative  exemption  from 
the  changeable  weather  and  raw  winds  of  spring  in  the  north  and  east. 
Only  one  month  out  of  five  does  the  range  in  temperature  exceed  50  degrees. 
The  sun  shines  perpetually,  the  air  is  invigorating,  the  rapid  radiation  as- 
sures cool  nights.  But  no  words  or  meteorological  statistics  can  convey  an 
adequate  idea  of  the  charm  of  the  climate,  which  continues  to  grow  upon 
one,  no  matter  how  long  a  resident. 

Hardly  any  form  of  disease  originates  in  Utah,  while  upon  many 
diseases  contracted  elsewhere,  simple  residence  and  use  of  the  thermal 
water  in  the  city,  and  of  Great  Salt  Lake  in  the  bathing  season,  are  more 
beneficial  than  ordinary  medical  treatment.  There  is  no  malaria;  asthma  is 
impossible;  Beck's  Utah  Hot  Springs  are  a  specific  for  rheumatism  ;  pyemia 
from  surgical  operations  is  exceedingly  rare;  pulmonary  complaints  an- 
stayed  in  their  ravages,  if  not  cured  ;  there  are  none  of  the  more  vim  1m i 
fevers,  and  diphtheria  takes  on  a  relatively  mild  type. 

People  from  boasted  sanitariums  are  constantly  dropping  into  Salt 
Lake  City  and  Valley,  experiencing  relief,  often  unexpectedly,  settling  down 
and  growing  robust.  Every  Utah  reader  of  these  lines  will  readily  call  to 
mind  examples  of  this,  within  his  personal  knowledge.  The  Territory  is 
full  of  octogenarians  enjoying  a  serene  and  hearty  old  age,  who  will  be 
superseded  by  centenarians  when  the  natives  have  had. time  to  become  such. 

SALT  LAKE  CITY  A  PERFECT  HIGH  ALTITUDE  RESORT. — Dr.  II.  IX 
Niles,  M.  D.,  of  Salt  Lake  City,  prepared  the  following  : 

"The  sanatory  advantages  of  Salt  Lake  City  are — 

•'1.  A  distinctly  local  climate,  apparently  possessing  in  a  marked 
degree  the  popular  requirements  of  a  high  altitude  resort. 

"2.  Unexcelled  salt  water  bathing,  the  peculiarities  of  which  may 
indicate  unusual  remedial  virtues. 

"3.  Hot,  warm  and  cold  sulphur  springs,  of  alleged  marvelous  cura- 
tive properties. 

"  A  high  altitude  resort  should  possess  the  greatest  possible  dryness 
and  equability,  an  elevation  of  from  3,500  to  8,000  feet,  the  greatest  number 
of  sunshiny  days  during  the  year  in  which  the  invalid  may  enjuy  outdoor 
life,  comparative  freedom  from  wind  and  sand-storms,  a  proper  temperature 
and  certain  other  qualifications  not  of  a  climatological  character. 

"  DRYNESS. — First  in  importance  is  dryness  of  the  air,  as  indicated  in- 
versely by  the  relative  humidity.  Salt  Lake  City?s  air  averages  48.9 percent, 
relative  humidity,  and  consequently  lacks  51.1  per  cent,  of  saturation.  El 
Paso  and  Santa  Fe  are  the  only  places  in  the  United  States  where  observa- 
tions have  been  taken  at  which  the  air  has  a  greater  absorptive  capacity 
than  at  Salt  Lake  City. 

"  Recent  investigations  have  strengthened  the  prevailing  opinion  of 
the  absorptive  and  aseptic  qualities  peculiar  to  dry  air  in  the  treatment  of 
pulmonary  diseases.  It  is  well  known  that  warmth  and  moisture  favor  de- 
composition and  the  generation  of  micro-organisms,  and  lessen  the  vapor 
transpiration.  Dry  air,  on  the  contrary,  destroys  or  retards  germ  life,  in  and 
out  of  the  lungs,  and  increases  the  amount  exhaled.  The  moisture  thus  ex- 
haled may  serve  as  a  vehicle  for  the  removal  of  effete  matter,  wasted  tissue 
and  germs  of  disease. 

"  Dr.  Dennison,  whose  original  researches  have  added  much  to  our 
knowledge  of  high  altitude  climates,  suggests  an  ingenious  method  for  cal- 
culating the  excess  of  moisture  exhaled  in  a  dry,  cool  air  over  that  in  a  warm; 
moist  air.  In  this  calculation  Glashier's  estimate  of  the  weight  of  vapor  in 
grains  in  air  of  a  given  temperature  is  adopted,  and  it  is  assumed  that  the 
dew-point  in  exhaled  air  is  94  degrees  F.,  and  that  it  is  saturated.  Apply 
this  method  to  the  air  of  Salt  Lake  City  and  Los  Angeles  in  the  case  of  a 
good-sized  man,  who,  we  will  suppose,  breathes  twenty  times  a  minute  and 
thirty  inches  per  breath  on  an  average,  and  we  find  Salt  Lake's  excess  in 
transpiration  over  Los  Angeles  to  be  about  four  ounces  daily.  The  remark- 
able aseptic  and  absorptive  properties  of  the  air  of  Salt  Lake  City  unques- 
tionably have  a  favorable  influence  in  cases  of  surgery."

THE  LEGISLATURE. 

The  Legislature  of  Utah  comprises  twelve  Councilors  and  twenty-four 
Representatives,  who  are  elected  for  two  years,  at  the  general  elections  held 
on  the  first  Tuesday  after  the  first  Monday  in  November  in  odd  years,  as  in 
1891  and  1893  and  so  on.  The  sessions  of  the  Legislature  are  biennial,  be- 
ginning on  the  second  Monday  in  January  of  even  years,  and  may  continue 
for  a  period  of  sixty  days,  including  Sundays.  The  members  are  paid  by  the 
Federal  Government,  $4.00  per  day,  during  the  session.  The  bills,  in  order 
to  become  laws,  must  pass  both  houses  and  receive  the  approval  of  the 
Governor,  whose  veto  is  absolute,  after  which  they  are  subject  to  amend- 
ment by  Congress.

EUREKA  is  essentially  a  mining  town,  being  situated  in  one  of  the  best 
and  most  prominent  mining  sections  of  Central  Utah.  It  is  about  130  miles 
south  of  Salt  Lake  City.  The  mines  here,  of  which  there  are  quite  a  number, 
are  conceded  to  be  the  richest  of  any  in  the  Territory,  gold  being  found  in 
large  and  paying  quantities,  besides  other  metals  in  great  abundance.  Good 
schools.

Cache   County. 


LOGAN  CITY,  the  capital  of  Cache  county,  was  located  in  the  spring  of 
1859.  "Its  location  is  the  best  that  could  have  been  chosen  in  Northern  Utah 
for  a  large  city.  w.ith  numerous  commercial  buildings  and  manufacturing  es- 
tablishments. Ample  water  power  for  any  number  of  mills  is  furnished  by 
Logan  River,  with  its  branches,  which  flow  directly  through  the  city.  Being 
situated  at  the  foot  of  a  grand  range  of  mountains,  and  being  the  centre  of  a 
number  of  pretty  villiages,  it  presents  a  beautiful  appearance.  The  Utah  & 
Northern  Railroad  passes  through  the  valley  to  the  west  side  of  the  city," 
running  a  branch  road  from  Cache  Junction  into  Logan.  It  is  a  most  desir- 
able spot,  either  as  a  sanitary  resort  or  as  a  location  for  the  investment  of 
means  ;  or  for  one  desirous  of  establishing  himself  permanently  in  the  hope 
of  winning  a  competence,  or  even  affluence  as  a  result  of  honest  effort.  The 
country  is  rich  in  economic  resources,  virgin  in  many  respects,  and  presents 
an  unusual  field  for  the  enterprising  and  the  industrious.  Logan  is  one  of  the 
four  Temple  cities  of  the  Territory.  A  fine  new  Court  House,  Agricultural 
College;  and  the  Brigham  Young  College,  New  Jersey  Academy,  and  Wood- 
ruff Central  School,  are  also  located  here.  There  are  Episcopal,  Presbyterian 
and  Methodist  Churches,  in  addition  to  those  of  the  Latter-day  Saints,  Mutual 
Improvement  Association  and  Libraries  and  A.  O.  U.  W.;  Tabernacle  and 
ward  meeting  houses  ;  it  has  two  newspapers  t^he  Logan  Journal  and.  Nation, 
Several  hotels  and  eating  houses,  livery  stables  and  water  works.  Notably 
among  its  industries  are  three  Roller  Mills:  Central  Milling  &  Elevator  Co, 
(see  adv.)  Deseret  Milling  Co  (see  adv),  Thatcher  Milling  &  Elevotor  Co,  two 
Brewries  (see  adv),  two  foundries  (see  adv),  one  broom  factory,  (see  adv), 
Logan  Nursery  Co,  (see  adv),  with  some  60  acres  under  cultivation,  employ- 
ing 30  to  50  hands,  and  not  able  to  supply  the  demand.  Cache  Valley  Press- 
ed Brick  Co  &  Logan  Brick,  Pipe  &  Tile  Co.,  Planing  &  Lumber  Mills  etc. 

Logan  combines  all  reasonable  metropolitan  advantages  with  the  most 
desirable  features  of  a  moral  section.  It  is  the  most  prosperous  city  of 
northern  Utah. 

THE  TEMPLE. 

The  corner-stones  were  laid  on  the  19th  of  September,  1877,  and  com- 
pleted in  1884.  The  Temple  is  171  feet  long,  95  feet  wide,  and  86  feet  high.  At 
the  east  and  west  ends  are  large  towers,  that  on  the  east  being  170  feet  high  to 
the  top  of  the  vane,  the  western  one  being  a  few  feet  lower.  At  each  corner 
is  a  tower,  octagon  in  shape  and  with  a  height  of  100  feet.  It  is  understood 
there  are  some  thing  over  forty  rooms  in  the  building  the  main  or  as- 
sembly room  being  80  feet  wide,  104  feet  long  and  some  30  feet  from  the  floor 
to  the  ceiling.  In  addition  to  the  Temple,  a  one-story  building  has  been 
erected  on  the  north  side,  the  object  for  which  is  to  provide  offices,  reception 
rooms,  a  kitchen  and  a  department  for  the  janitor.  Rock  laying  on  this  ex- 
tension, which  is  80  feet  long  by  36  feet  wide  by  23  feet  high,  began  in  July 
of  1877.  The  structure  is  of  solid  rook,  and  one  of  the  most  commendable

features  connected  with  this  building  is  the  fact  that,  as  largely  as  possible, 
the  materials  used  in  the  construction  have  been  drawn  from  the  resources 
of  the  county.  Thus  the  vast  rock  deposits  of  Cache  County  were  developed, 
while  at  the  same  time,  a  local  structure  was  being  built  from  local  material. 
Some  of  the  stone  is  almost  of  the  hardness  of  emery,  and  is  basely  suscepti- 
ble of  being  dressed.  It  is  surmounted  by  an  iron  roof,  while  the  walls  out- 
side have  been  plastered  and  washed  or  painted,  a  tinted  color— the  tenderest, 
softest  pink,  or  flesh  tint — that  gives  the  whole  edifice  a  warm  and  cheerful 
appearance,  at  the  same  time  producing  a  most  agreeable,  yet  strange  sensa- 
tion to  the  eye.  A  furnace  from  which  flues  radiate  in  all  directions,  furn- 
ishes warmth  and  adds  to  convenience  and  cleanliness.  The  building  length- 
wise is  east  and  west,  the  result  being  a  very  imposing  appearance  viewed  at 
a  distance  either  from  the  north  or  the  south.  The  grounds  are  ample,  and 
are  seeded  down  in  lawn  grass,  implanted  with  shrubs  and  flowers  and  cut 
through  with  walls.  ,

MANTI.  the  County  Seat  of  Sanpete  County,  was  incorporated  Feb.  6, 
1851.  Is  well  represented  as  to  churches  and  schools.  The  citizens  are  prin- 
cipally engaged  in  farming.  Manti  is  located  very  nearly  the  centre  of  the 
County,  is  most  important  in  point  of  population  and  wealth.  The  city  is 
thriving  and  growing  rapidly.  Population  2.000. 

The  Manti  Temple  is  the  second  grand  structure  in  Utah  and  can  be 
seen  from  all  parts  of  the  San  Pete  Valley.  Ground  was  broken  on  the  last 
day  of  April,  1877.  Rocklaying  began  on  the  14th  day  of  April.  1579.  The 
building  is  171  feet  6  inches  long  and  95  feet  wide.  The  distance  from  the 
ground  to  the  top  of  the  parapet  is  92  feet  6  inches.  On  the  east  and  the  west 
ends  there  are  towers,  th°  distance  to  the  top  of  that  on  the  east  being  179  feet 
and  to  the  top  of  that  on  the  west  side  169  feet.  Both  these  towers  are  30  feet 
square  at  the  base.  The  walls  are  3  feet  6  inches  at  the  bottom  and  3  feet  at 
the  top.  Adjoining  amd  connected  with  the  temple  is  a  structure  10)  feet 
long,  40  feet  wide  and  two  stories  high,  in  which  the  apparatus  designed  to 
heat  the  whole  building  is  placed.  The  side  building  is  occupied  by  the  jan- 
itor and  assistants,  and  is  also  a  reception  room.  The  buildings  are  heated  by 
steam,  while  water  is  conveyed  through  pipes.  A  spring,  the  water  from 
which  is  carried  a  considerable  distance  through  pipes,  will  supply  the  tem- 

Ele  with  what  water  is  needed.  The  side  hill  leading  up  to  the  temple  is 
lid  off  into  four  terraces  each  17  feet  high.  These  terraces  are  walled  a  dis- 
tance of  about  1,000  feet  each,  on  the  eastern  and  southern  descents.  At  every 
terrace  is  a  landing  16  feet  in  width,  while  from  the  first  to  the  top  one  there 
are  163  steps.  The  walls  surrounding  the  terraces  are  of  considerable  width 
and  will  be  used  as  walks.

OGDEN  CITY. 

Weber  County. 


<l  There  is  probably  no  city  of  its  class  in  the  United  States  of  equal  popu- 
lation and  commercial  importance  better  known  to  the  world  at  large  than 
the  city  of  Ogden. 

The  early  settlement  of  the  present  site  of  Ogden  was  contemporane- 
ous with  that  of  Salt  Lake  City.  The  early  argonauts  who  broke  the  virgin 
soil  of  Utah  laid  a  most  substantial  foundation  upon  which  has  been  erected 
a  superstructure  of  most  perfect  proportions,  and  giving  full  promise  of  be- 
coming one  of  the  grandest  and  most  prosperous  of  cities  within  the  limits  of 
a  territory  that  within  the  near  future  will  be  invested  with  the  rights  and 
privileges  of  statehood. 

The  peuliar  location  of  Ogden  geographically  has  contributed  materi- 
ally to  its  growth,  and  the  city  is  a  general  distributing  point  of  the  Terri- 
tory, and  is  the  most  desirable  point  from  which  to  establish  direct  communi- 
cations with  other  portions  of  the  country.  The  city  is  delightfully  located 
in  a  lovely  valley  bounded  on  one  side  by  the  Wasatch  mountains  and  on  the 
other  by  the  Weber  river,  and  the  space  thus  occupied  is  crowded  with  ele- 
gant private  residences,  massive  public  buildings  and  gardens,  resorts  and 
places  of  amusement  rarely  equalled  and  never  excelled  by  her  sister  cities 
of  the  crowded  east. 

The  city  has  been  laid  out  with  especial  attention  to  its  drainage  and 
sanitary  facilities,  and  all  modern  equipments,  such  as  electric  railways, 
water  works,  gasworks,  electric  light  plants,  etc,  are  provided.  The  public 
buildings  are  models  of  architectural  excellence,  while  the  private  residences 
are  designed  with  a  view  to  furnish  the  comforts  of  home  and  to  exemplify 
the  most  recent  developments  of  artistic  elegance.  The  country  surrounding 
the  city  is  dotted  with  beautifully  arranged  and  highly  cultivated  country 
seats,  and  fruit  in  almost  endless  quantity  and  variety  grows  in  any  part  of 
the  valley  A  few  miles  from  the  city  the  Ogden  and  Weber  canyons  divide 
the  mountains  through  which  flow  the  Ogden  and  Weber  rivers  carrying  in 
their  cool  depths  health  and  its  kindred  blessings  into  the  heart  of  the  city. 

There  is  still  a  fine  opportunity  for  the  utilizing  of  these  water  powers 
for  manufactories  cheaply  and  at  a  vast  profit  to  all  industries  for  which  this 
power  may  be  used. 

The  farms  lying  on  the  outskirts  of  Ogden  are  finely  improved  and  the 
soil  is  of  unexcelled  fertility,  and  the  thrifty  class  of  citizens  who  occupy  them 
grow  bounteous  harvests.  An  average  idea  of  the  fertility  of  the  soil  of  this 
country  can  be  formed  from  the  productions  of  a  single  acre  :  either  six  tons 
of  hay  or  three  crops  of  alfalfa  hay.  sixty  bushels  of  No  1  wheat,  sixty-five 
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bushels  of  oats,  600  bushels  of  potatoes,  500  bushels  of  tomatoes  or  1,000  bu- 
shels of  apples.  There  are  at  present  about  30,000  acres  of  land  in  Weber 
county  under  cultivation,  about  one-half  of  which  is  devoted  to  pasturage. 

Ogden  canyon  furnishes  a  relief  to  residents  of  the  city  during  the  long 
heated  summer  months  and  here  may  be  seen  hundreds  of  white  topped  tour- 
ists tents  dotting  the  mossy  banks  of  the  brooks  from  which  the  ennuied 
campers  out  may  all  through  the  summer  months  entice  the  palatable  speckled 
trout. 

Several  of  the  best  equipped  bathing  resorts  to  be  found  in  the  United 
States  are  located  at  easy  access  from  any  part  of  the  city.  The  delicious 
climate  both  for  comfort  and  from  a  point  of  health  is  noted  all  over  the 
world.  Pulmonary  diseases  are  unknown  and  those  suffering  from  these 
complaints  are  almost  instantly  relieved  and  in  a  majority  of  cases  perma- 
nently cured  for  life  in  or  near  this  lovely,  healthful  city.  Humidity  in  the 
atmosphere  is  never  preceptible,  the  weather  is  equable,  extremes  being 
scarcely  known  ;  the  winter  genial  and  the  summers  exempt  from  the  exces- 
sive and  dangerous  heat  characteristic  of  this  season  further  east  and  further 
west. 

As  a  business  centre  Ogden  leaves  nothing  to  be  desired.  An  abun- 
dance of  raw  material,  a  fine  system  of  railroads,  reliable  ana  skilled  labor, 
good  wages,  and  other  incidents  essential  to  economic  production  make  the 
city  desirable  for  the  location  of  manufacturing  plants. 

Public  improvements  are  constantly  being  made.  Taxes  are  nominal 
and  the  government  of  the  city  well  administered. 

All  taken  together  there  is  but  little  left  to  be  desired  from  every  eco- 
nomic, sanitary,  business,  religious  or  educational  standpoint  in  the  city  of 
Ogden,  and  it  is  safe  to  state  that  there  is  no  city  in  the  world  where  mankind 
is  offered  more  inducements  in  every  point  of  view  for  passing  happy,  pros- 
perous, and  satisfactory  lives  than  is  afforded  by  life  in  the  beautiful  city  of 
Ogden. 

The  railroads  centering  at  Ogden  are  the  Union  Pacific,  Rio  Grande 
Western,  Utah  &  Northern,  Southern  Pacific,  Echo  &  Park  City. 

CHURCHES  OF  OGDEN. 

In  the  city  of  Ogden  almost  every  sect  and  creed  have  a  representation, 
including  Episcopolians,  Methodist,  Congregationalist,  Roman  Catholic. 
Presbyterian.  Baptist,  German  Lutheran,  Christian,  L  D  S,  etc.,  and  all  of 
them  report  steady  additions  to  their  respective  rosters  of  membership. 

The  houses  of  worship  are  commodious  and  the  improvements  com- 
pleted within  a  short  period  are  notable,  and  embrace  the  Presbyterian 
church  erected  at  a  cost  of  $35,000 ;  the  Baptist  church  costing  $10,000  ;  the 
Methodist  Episcopal  church,  costing  $50, 000  ;  Episcopal  church,  $10,000  ;  Con- 
gregational church  $7,000  ;  while  the  Roman  Catholic  church  will  when  com- 
pleted represent  an  outlay  of  something  over  $75,000. 

A  statistical  paper  recently  published  shows  that  there  are  seven  re- 
ligious denominations  in  Ogden,  owning  property  valued  at  about  $465,000, 
and  possessing  a  total  membership  of  1,900.  The  L  D  S  church  owns  pro- 
perty assessed  at  $36,000."

Provo  is  the  capital  of  Utah  County.  The  county  is  second  in  popu- 
lation in  Utah.  The  city  is  surrounded  by  one  of  the  richest  agricultural 
sections  in  the  whole  Territory,  there  being  settlements  continously  north 
and  south  of  it,  and  arround  the  western  base  of  the  Wasatch  Mountains  for 
a  distance  of  some  forty  miles.  The  people  are  prosperous,  and  unitedly 
strive  to  promote,  as  well  as  participate  in  a  growth  which  is  now  quite 
rapid,  not  only  in  the  city,  but  also  in  the  entire  county.  Being  the  first 
born  of  the  county,  and  its  capital,  Provo  has  naturally  built  up  more 
solidly  than  its  neighbors.  The  population  of  the  city  is  between  5,700  and 
6.000. 

Provo  has  a  complete  and  most  excellent  school  system,  and  with  two 
academies,  and  public  schools,  will  compare  most  favorably  with  the  east. 
Churches  are  not  lacking,  and  the  utmost  freedom  of  worship,  thought  and 
action  prevail.  The  Brigham  Young  Academy  has  been  erected  at  a  cost  of 
not  less  than  $75,000.  The  new  Northwest  Educational  Association  has  also 
erected  a  fine  building  here,  knowrn  as  the  Procter  Academy,  at  a  cost  of 
$8,000.  There  are  a  number  of  other  school  houses,  new  and  commodious. 

Notably  among  the  manufacturing  industries  are  the  Provo  Woollen 
Mills,  running  to  its  full  capacity,  two  largg  Roller  Mills.  Planing  Mills,  two 
foundries,  brick  yards,  lime  kilns,  etc. 

The  Territorial  Insane  Asylum  is  located  at  Provo.  It  is  supplied  with 
all  the  modern  and  most  approved  appliances,  is  surrounded  by  a  beautiful 
tract  of  land  for  farming,  is  built  right  under  the  overhanging  Wasatch 
peaks,  and  commands  a  glorious  view  of  the  whole  valley  and  of  the  lake  on 
the  west.  When  completed  it  will  cost  not  less  than  half  a  million  dollars. 

The  County  Court  House  and  City  Hall,  a  joint  building,  cost  $30,000, 
and  occupies  a  valuable  site.  The  new  County  Jail,  built  after  the  most 
modern  architecture,  with  steel  cells  and  a  pleasant  and  attractive  exterior, 
cost  $15.000  to  $18,000. 

Perhaps  no  other  city  of  double  its  population  in  the  United  States 
has  so  fine  a  building  of  amusement  as  Provo.  The  Provo  Opera  House  has 
a  seating  capacity  of  900,  and  cost  over  $30,000. 

There  are  several  hotels  in  the  city  which,  while  not  of  a  pretentious 
nature,  nevertheless  afford  ample  accommodations,  and  all  supply  a  most 
excellent  table. 

One  of  the  finest  buildings  in  the  Territory  is  the  Tabernacle  at  Provo. 
It  has  already  cost  close  on  to  $75,000,  and  when  all  work  is  done  on  it  will 
not  run  under  $100,000.  Besides  this  there  are  a  number  of  lesser  church 
buildings,  as  well  as  Presbyterian,  Methodist  and  other  edifices  for  the  wor- 
ship of  God,  which  give  the  city  a  metropolitan  air,  and  offer  a  variety  of 
forms  of  worship  for  those  who  are  not  particular  where  the  Sabbath  is 
observed. 

That  Provo  is  destined  to  be  a  great  city,  none  who  know  her  oppor- 
tunities or  appreciate  the  extent  of  her  resources  can  doubt.  The  day  of 
her  more  rapid  growth  may  be  delayed  beyond  what  is  now  anticipated. 
We  do  not  think  so.  But  it  will  come  as  sure  as  the  sun  is  to  rise.  If  the 
united  effort  of  all  her  citizens  arail  aught;  if  there  be  any  teaching  in  the 
experience  of  the  past;  if  a  heaven-blessed  country,  of  boundless  mineral 
resources  and  almost  limitless  agricultural  productions,  if  healthful  influ- 
ences and  equability  of  climate :  if  the  greatest  of  natural  attractions  give 
promise  to  due  appreciation,  then  is  Provo  destined  to  become  a  city  of 
importance,  and  those  who  come  earliest  will  be  made  most  welcome  and 
will  participate  in  the  fortunes  and  favors  that  await  the  honest,  thrifty  and 
industrious,  the  health  seeker  and  the  lover  of  virtuous  pleasures.

Works  are  located  one  and 
one- third  miles  northwest  of  P->st  Office,  Mills  18  miles  southwest  of  St  George 
commenced  operation  Got  30,  x891.  They  employ  some  50  teams  and  pros- 
pects of  future  greatness  are  very  flattering.  There  are  five  churches,  Lat- 
ter-day Saints,  one  Presbyterian,  six  schools,  and  one  Academy,  five  District 
and  one  Presbyterian.  The  Sunday  school  has  a  library,  while  there  are  also 
a  Lyceum  and  a  Reading  Room,  which  the  Y  M  M  I  Association  maintain  for 
public  use.  The  societies  are  :  Relief  Society  and  Y  M  and  Y  L  M  I 
Association.  The  stake  church  is  also  located  here,  a  beautiful  structure 
built  of  native  sandstone,  taken  from  a  magnificent  quarry  in  the  vicinity  and 
cut  and  dressed  in  umiform  size.  St  George  is  certainly  one  of  the  most  enter- 
prising places  in  Southern  Utah  and  its  population  deserves  great  prosperity. 
It  has  a  dailv  mail.  Population  1,500. 

ST.    GEORGE  TEMPLE 

presents  a  magnificent  sight  to  the  eye,  and  the  effect  on  the  mind  can  be  un- 
derstood only  by  those  who  have  come  suddenly  upon  the  grand  and  solemn 
structure.  Coming  from  the  north,  within  half  a  mile  of  St  George,  the 
county  road  makes  a  sudden  turn  around  a  knoll  on  the  general  descent, 
when  a  full  view  of  the  temple,  standing  on  the  level  plain — grand,  solemn, 
silent  and  white  as  the  driven  snow  in  contrast  to  the  red  mountains  by 
which  it  is  surrounded— bursts  upon  the  delighted  vision.  The  St  George 
Temple  was  completed  a  number  of  years  ago,  it  is  near  the  centre  of  the 
valley  in  which  it  is  situated,  and  is  some  33f>  miles  south  of  Salt  Lake  City. 
The  temple  was  finished  and  received  its  preliminary  dedication  January  1st, 
1877.  being  open  for  ceremonial  purposes  on  the  9th  day  of  January  of  the 
same  year.  It  stands  on  the  plain,  a  thing  of  magnificence  and  beauty,  and 
inspires  awe.  no  less  on  account  of  its  magnitude  than  because  of  the  difficul- 
tief  mastered,  and  obstacles  surmounted,  and  the  sacrifices  endured  by  the 
people  in  its  building,  and  which  nrcessarily  grew  out  of  the  adverse  condi- 
tions and  the  poverty  of  the  people  by  whom  it  was  erected.

SPRINGVIL.LE  was  settled  in  1850  and  incorporated  in  1852.  Elections 
are  held  biennially.  There  are  two  churches,  with  commodious  church  build- 
ings, Latter-day  Saints  and  Presbyterian,  nine  schools  and  seven  school 
houses,  including  Hungerford  Academy  and  the  new  central  school-house, 
which  will  accommodate  500  pupils  ;  two  libraries,  Y  M  M  I  A  and  a  circulat- 
ing library.  They  have  the  following  societies,  viz  :  Y  M  &  Y  L  I  Associa- 
tions, Relief  Society  and  A  O  U  W.  There  is  one  Woolen  Mill,  a  grist  mill, 
and  a  roller  mill  in  course  of  construction,  one  sampler  running  and  a  forty 
stamp  mill  in  contemplation.  One  newspaper,  the  Springviue  Independent 
looks  after  the  local  interests,  with  its  circulation  of  600.  One  bank  (The 
Springville  Banking  Co),  Seven  Mercantile  houses,  two  Furniture  Stores,  two 
Drug  Stores,  one  Jeweler,  two  Meat  Markets,  two  Millinery  establishments, 
one  Planing  Mill,  and  two  Lumber  Yards,  three  Brick  yards,  two  Barber 
shops,  four  Blacksmith  shops,  two  Livery  stables,  one  Wagon  and  Carriage 
shop,  four  Hotels,  three  Restaurants,  two  Harness  shops,  and  one  creamery. 
The  new  buildings  are  :  The  Bank,  H  T  Reynolds  and  Co's  Store,  the  Kir- 
win  &  Bonny  block.  Miner  and  Sons  building,  Nettie  Kerr's  Millinery 
store,  J  P  Evans'  tin  shop,  W  M  Roylance  &  Co's  Produce  house,  Jas 
McAuley's  store,  with  fifty  other  buildings,  dwellings,  etc,  commenced  since 
the  new  year.  There  are  three  railroads,  the  R  G  W,  the  Tintic  Range,  and 
the  U  P  R  R,  Waterworks  and  electric  light  are  in  contemplation.  The  city 
is  delightfully  situated,  well  watered,  soil  adapted  specially  to  fruit,  grain 
and  vegetables  ;  is  six  miles  from  Prove,  the  county  seat;  the  citizens  are 
chiefly  employed  in  agriculture  and  stock  raising.  Mail  is  received  from 
the  north  and  south  four  times  per  day.  The  town  is  and  has  been  running 
under  prohibitory  regulations  for  several  years,  which  suits  nine-tenths  of  the 
population,  consisting  of  3,000  people.

The  first  settlement  of  Uintah  County  was  in  Ashley,  in  1873.  The  first 
house  was  erected  in  that  year  by  Dodds  and  Evans,  who  were  engaged  in 
the  cattle  business.  The  house  was  not  occupied  until  two  years  afterward. 
The  principal  settlement  is.  however,  Vernal.  In  the  fall  of  1879  J  M  Barker 
and  Robt  Snyder  located  a  ranch  on  the  creek  just  below  Dodd.  At  this  time 
there  were  but  seven  men  and  one  woman,  Mrs  Snyder  being  the  first  white 
woman  on  Ashley  soil.  In  1877  two  more  families  migrated  thither  and  in 
1878  a  few  more,  and  in  1879  Ashley  experienced  a  boom.  The  winter  of  1879 
was  severe,  much  stock  was  lost  and  the  settlers  were  subjected  to  privations. 
From  that  period  progress  has  been  made  until  the  valley  has  been  trans- 
formed by  well-cultivated  farms  dotted  with  substantial  and  ornamental 
dwellings.  The  population  is  estimated  at  4,000.  The  soil  and  climate  are 
excellent,  coal  and  asphaltum  are  in  abundance,  while  jet,  Ozokerite  and 
Slatterite  are  found  in  paying  quantities  ;  precious  metals  are  fairly  repre- 
sented, and  for  stock-raising  Uintah  county  is  noted.  Transportation  is  by 
wagon,  the  nearest  railroad  station  being  over  100.  Population,  400.
